A  sample  of  non- 
coholic  raisin  wine,  which  was  labelled  to  the  effect  that  no 
eservatives  were  present,  was  found  to  contain  260  parts  per 
illion  of  sulphur  dioxide.  Such  wines  are  allowed  to  contain 
'  to  350  parts  per  million  without  declaration,  so  that  the 
bel  was  unnecessary.  The  makers  were  communicated  with, 
^ey  stated  that  previously  a  special  process  of  manufacture 
Ld  been  employed  which  dispensed  with  tlie  use  of  sulphur 
oxide  as  a  preservative.    Owing  to  complaints  this  process 


had  been  discontinued  and  the  amount  of  sulj^hur  dioxide 
allowed  by  the  Preservative  Regulations  had  been  used.  A 
sample  of  lotion  for  use  in  rheumatism,  arthritis,  etc.,  was 
examined.  The  formula  was  printed  on  the  label,  the  principal 
constituent  being  industrial  alcohol  (94.8  per  cent,  stated  to  be 
present),  and  the  remainder  made  up  of  small  quantities  of 
ammonia,  castor  oil  and  essential  oils.  Analysis  showed  that 
77  per  cent,  only  of  alcohol  by  volume  was  present,  the  balance 
being  made  up  with  water.  The  managing  director  of  the 
manufacturing  firm  admitted  that  the  industrial  spirit  which 
he  bought  was  diluted  before  being  used  as  an  ingredient.  He 
thought  it  was  perfectly  legal  to  break  down  alcohol  with 
distilled  water  and  still  call  it  alcohol  ;  he  decided  to  make 
future  mixings  correspond  with  the  formula  on  the  label. 

Blackburn 

North-East  Lancashire  Branch. — At  the  annual  meeting 
of  the  North-East  Lancashire  branch  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society,  on  February  9,  Mr.  H.  H.  Atherton  presiding,  Mr.  F. 
Gillibrand  (secretary)  reported  that  an  apprentice  who  had 
suffered  bereavement  at  a  critical  time  in  his  pharmaceutical 
career  and  had  been  granted  assistance  from  the  Glyn  Jones 
Fund,  continued  his  studies  and  had  since  qualified.  A  letter 
was  then  read  relating  to  newspaper  publicity  and  offering  to 
assist  branches  with  articles  written  by  a  pharmacist  who  had 
had  practical  experience  in  journalism.  The  matter  was  referred 
to  the  Committee.  Mr.  Gillibrand  said  he  sent  out  a  question- 
naire to  160  members  in  Blackburn,  Accrington,  Darwen  and 
Rossendale  areas,  on  the  question  of  classes  of  instruction  in 
air-raid  precautions,  and  received  eighty-six  replies.  Of  these 
seventy-four  were  in  favour  of  attending  classes.  The  response 
was  better  than  they  had  had  on  any  other  subject  he  could 
recall.  A  letter  was  read  concerning  the  British  Pharma- 
ceutical Conference,  Edinburgh,  in  September,  and  the  presi- 
dent or  his  deputy  were  appointed  to  attend.  Mr.  R. 
Stephenson  (recently  appointed  treasurer)  pave  details  of  the 
balance  sheet,  and  the  accounts  for  the  charity  whist  drive 
and  dance  were  read  by  Mr.  L.  Mossop.  Both  accounts  were 
accepted,  and  thanks  were  expressed  to  the  treasurers.  Mr. 
GillilDrand  sa-d  a  scheme  had  been  adopted  some  time  pre- 
viously of  making  collections  at  meetings  for  the  Benevolent 
Fund  ;  a  useful  sum  had  been  raised.  In  his  presidential 
address  Mr.  Atherton  said  the  committee  would  like  to  see  a 
lareer  attendance  at  business  meetinffs,  especially  of  members 
livine  in  outer  districts.  Mr.  H.  Carter  moved  a  resolution  of 
tbqriks  to  the  officials,  and  this  was  seconded  by  Mr.  J. 
Isherwood  and  carried.  The

Lucas,  H.  CaiLur,  b.  iiurke,  1.  S.  INovveil,  b\  Mulhneaux,  J. 
Gihett,  L.  Mossop  ;  Rishton :  Mr.  D.  Schaefer  ;  Darwen :  Mr. 
B.  Sedars  ;  Accrington :  Mr.  S.  H.  Sidebottom  ;  Social  Com- 
mittee. Messrs.  H.  H.  Atherton,  H.  Carter,  J.  Gillett,  R. 
Turnbull,  L.  Mossop,  R.  H.  Lucas  and  F.  Gillibrand.  Mr. 
W.  H.  Lightbovvn  moved  that  meetings  should  be  arranged 
at  Darwen  and  Accrington  to  stimulate  the  interest  of  members 
in  these  centres.  Mr.  J.  Isherwood  seconded,  and  this  was 
agreed.  Mr.  R.  Turnbull  said  there  was  a  tendency  to-day 
towards  shorter  hours,  and  he  suggested  that  chemists  should 
identify  themselves  with  it.  In  Blackburn  and  elsewhere  steps 
were  being  taken  to  make  closing  hours  on  Monday  and  Tues- 
day 7  p.m.,  and  he  urged  chemists  to  fall  into  line  with  the 
movement.  The  chairman  said,  strictly  speaking,  this  subject 
was  outside  the  sphere  of  the  branch,  but  he  would  not  prevent 
members  expressing  their  views.  Mr.  H.  Carter  said  he  wished 
to  make  clear,  as  official  delegate  to  Blackburn  Chamber  of 
Trade,  that  there  was  not  unanimity  on  this  question.  The 
matter  had  not  escaped  the  vigilance  of  the  Blackburn 
Chemists'  Association,  but  they  were  under  contract  with  the 
Ministry  to  keep  open  for  certain  hours,  and  a  change  would 
necessitate  the  approval  of  the  Insurance  Committee.  Mr. 
W.  H.  Lightbown  said  the  contract  did  not  prevent  chemists 
from  trying  to  get  better  hours  and  conditions,  and  there  was 
no  reason  why  they  should  not  do  this  if  earlier  hours  were 
desired  by  members.    No  action  was  taken. 

Blackpool 

N.P.U.  MEMBERSHIP  SUGGESTION. — Mr.  F.  H.  Stuttard  pre- 
sided over  a  meeting  of  the  Blackpool  Branch  of  the  National 
Pharmaceutical  Union  on  February  8,  when  Mr.  A.  Dobson 
(a  member  of  the  N.P.U.  Executive)  spoke  on  the  development 
of  the  Chemists  Friends'  scheme  and  the  recent  London  con- 
ference on  National  Health  Insurance.  Mr.  Dobson  urged 
members  to  use  the  clearing  house  more  than  they  did,  and 
said  the  average  saving  was  £^  5s.  per  member  per  annum.  In 
subsequent  discussion,  the  suggestion  was  made  that  Mr. 
Dobson  should  propose  to  the  next  meeting  of  the  Executive 
that  membership  of  the  N.P.U.  should  be  open  to  all  chemists 
and  not  confined  to  those  in  retail  business.  Mr.  R.  Varley 
proposed  and  Mr.  T.  Haslam  seconded  a  resolution  that  a  leader 
chemist  for  each  district  should  be  appointed.  Mr.  I.  Steele 
and  Mr.  Haslam  thanked  the  speaker  for  his  address. 

Brighton 

Doctors  and  chemists  meet. — ^The  annual  joint  meeting  of 
the  British  Medical  Association  (Brighton  branch)  and  the 
Brighton  and  Hove  Association  of  Pharmacy  was  held  on 
February  10.  After  supper,  a  meeting  attended  by  about 
eighty  doctors  and  pharmacists  was  presided  over  by  Mr. 
W.  G.  Northey  (president  of  the  Association).  The  subject 
for  discussion,  "  The  Prescription,"  was  introduced  by  Mr. 
H.  B.  Mackie,  Ph.C,  B.Pharm.,  who  appealed  to  the 
doctor  to  revert  to  simplicity  in  prescribing.  What  could 
beat  pil.  blaud,  he  asked,  provided  it  was  freshly  prepared? 
Prescribers  should  not  be  afraid  to  write  recens,  though  the 
cliemist  might  not  like  it.  What  better  urinary  antiseptic 
was  there  thafi  inf.  buchu  recens,  he  went  on,  and  why  were 
not  mce  suppos'tories  prescribed?  Among  the  reasons 
advanced  by  medical  men  during  the'  subsequent  discussion 
for  the  change  in  prescribing  were  the  fear  of  incompatibilities 
and  the  lack  of  knowledge  of  flavouring  agents.  One  doctor 
emphasised  the  importance  of  definite  times  being  stated  for 
doses,  particularly  for  such  things  as  creosote  and  phenol, 
which  arrested  digestion.  Mr,  Mackie,  summing  uo,  appealed 
to  medical  men  to  forpet  their  fear  of  incompatibilities.  Un- 
pleasant flavours  could  easily  be  overcome,  he  concluded.  Mr. 
Mackie  was  thanked  for  his  talk  on  the  proposition  of  Dr. 
W.  N.  Maple  (chairman,  B.M.A.  branch). 

Leeds 

Three  speeches. — A  meeting  of  the  Leeds  Branch  of  the 
National  Pharmaceutical  Union  was  held  on  February  8,  Mr. 
E.  Buckley  in  the  cliair,  when  Mr.  F.  C.  Stock  spoke  on

executive  election.  Ihe  chairman  brought  to  the  notice  oi 
the  meeting  a  label  for  C.F.  goods  whiclr  has  been  approved 
by  Mr.  Mallinson.  A  vote  of  thanks  to  the  speakers  was  pro- 
posed by  Mr.  Armitage  and  seconded  by  Mr.  Shooter.

Seaweed  in  industry. — Professor  Thomas  Dillon  (Universit}

of  seaweed  alone  offered  no  prospect  of  maintaining  a  separatd 
industry,  whicli  could  only  survive  if  use  could  be  made  o:

The  Society  as  then  constituted  was  nclj 
equipped  to  do  this,  but  its  statutory  duties  might  be  placecl 
the  memorandum  suggested,  under  a  Government-appointel 
Pharmacy  Board,  under  which  all  interests  in  pharmacy  couli 
be  amalgamated.  Inquiries  by  excise  officers  in  recent  montW 
led  the  speaker  to  believe  that  the  Board  of  Customs  and  ExciS: 
were  obtaining  information  connected  with  medicine-stami 
duties  to  help  the  Chancellor  in  formulating  his  coming  budgei 
They  must  be  prepared  for  proposals  of  some  form  of  taxatioii' 
which  would  be  so  framed  that  there  would  be  little  hope  (ji 
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nodilication  if  the  Treasury  insisted  upon  them.  Dealing  next 
vith  education,  Mr.  Linstead  said  that  the  Society's  standard 
)f  education  ensured  that  entrants  into  pliarmacy  were  of  the 
Dcst  type — from  secondary  schools.  The  probable  cost  of  the 
lew  building,  Mr.  Linstead  announced,  would  be  about  £12

Norwich 

Lecture  on  dietetics. — At  a  meeting  of  the  Norwich  and 
istrict  Branch  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  on  February  i 
letter  from  Mr.  B.  Dewing,  Ph.C,  resigning  the  chairman- 
iip,_  was  read  and  was  accepted,  Mr.  J.  F.  Collin  being 
lammously  elected  Chairmati  until  the  next  annual  meeting, 
r.  A.  R.  Chamings,  B.Pharm.,  Ph.C.  (Leicester  School  of 
harmacy),  then  addressed  the  meeting  on  "  Dietetics  and  the 
larmacist."  He  stated  that  prevention  of  disease  was  largely 
>und  up  with  a  correctly  balanced  diet.  In  fact,  dietetics 
ight  be  termed  the  prophylactic  treatment  of  disease.  The 
bject  was  of  growing  importance  to  the  pharmacist,  as  borne 


out  by  the  increasing  number  of  food  x^roducts  found  in  the 
wholesalers'  drug  lists.  loo  much  meat  and  too  little 
vegetable  were  included  in  most  people's  diet.  Modern 
foods  such  as  white  flour  and  various  preserved  foods  were  a 
serious  menace  to  health.  The  increase  in  diseases  such  as 
diabetes  and  cancer  was  possibly  due  to  the  high  refinement 
of  foods.  Most  foods  were  fuel  foods  giving  heat  and  energy  ; 
the  amount  of  energy  could  be  calculated  in  calories.  Carbo- 
hydrates were  easily  and  quickly  absorbed,  and  were  thus  a 
source  of  quick  energy.  Large  quantities  must  be  taken,  in 
contrast  to  otlier  foods,  and  reserves  were  used  up  rapidly. 
Fats  gave  about  twice  as  much  energy,  were  less  rapidly 
absorbed,  and  their  effect  was  spread  over  a  much  longer 
period.  Proteins  included  meat  proteins  (complete)  and 
vegetable  proteins  (incomplete).  Herbivorous  animals  were  able 
to  eat  large  quantities  of  vegetables  and  convert  the  incom- 
plete into  complete  proteins.  Vegetables,  however,  contained 
important  mineral  salts  which  are  essential  to  life.  Hence  the 
protein  portion  of  a  diet  should  consist  of  50  per  cent,  complete 
and  50  per  cent,  incomplete  proteins.  When  vegetables  were 
boiled  valuable  salts  were  lost.  They  were  much  better 
steamed.  The  human  body  needed  at  least  four  to  six  pints 
of  water  a  day.  The  speaker  concluded  with  a  review  of  the 
vitamins.  Mr.  Collin  asked  whether  drinking  with  meals  was 
good  or  bad.  The  reply  was:  "  It  is  preferable  to  drink 
fifteen  to  twenty  minutes  before  a  meal."  Mr.  R.  R.  Margetts 
asked  whether  tinned  milk  contained  the  vitamins  ;  Mr. 
Chamings  replied :  they  might  contain  some,  but  the  method 
of  preparation  must  destroy  the  greater  part.  Mr.  A.  E.  Read 
asked :  "Is  high-pressure  cooking  preferable  to  boiling  of 
vegetables?  "  Mr.  Chamings  replied  that  high-pressure  cookers 
acted  like  the  autoclave  and  sterilised  at  high  temperatures. 
Vitamins  would  not  stand  these  temperatures.  Mr.  T.  W. 
Thomas  proposed  a  vote  of  thanks,  seconded  by  Mr.  Davics.

John.son  (vice-chairman)  voiced  the  appreciation  of  the  com- 
pany to  Mrs.  H.  A.  Mecoy  (wife  of  the  chairman)  congratulat- 
ing her,  her  committee  and  Mrs.  W.  E.  Bown  (secretary)  upon 
the  success  of  their  efforts.  Mrs.  Mecoy  acknowledged  the 
support  of  helpers.

(Medical  Officer  of  Health,  Cardiff)  may  be  obtained  from 
Councillor  Frank  Edwards,  M.P.S.,  192  Cowbridge  Road, 
CardiiT,  who  has  been  jointly  responsible  for  organising  the 
meeting.

The  judges  will  be 
Messrs.  A.  J.  Fairlee,  J.  E.  Goodall  (president,  Wembley  and 
District  Chemists'  Association),  and  Frank  Noble  (social  secre- 
tary. Western  Pharmacists'  Association). 

Miscellaneous 

Staff  theatre. — A  club  room  and  theatre,  built  by  Horlicks 
Malted  Milk  Co.,  Ltd.,  at  the  factory.  Slough,  for  their  staff, 
was  formally  handed  over  by  Colonel  J.  N.  Horlick  on  Feb- 
ruary 11.  Ihe  area  of  the  theatre  is  six  thousand  square  feet 
and  it  seats  545  when  set  out  as  a  theatre.  The  stage  is 
equipped  with  the  latest  lighting  devices,  the  floor  is  adapt- 
able for  dancing,  and  cinematograph  apparatus  has  been  in- 
stalled ;  the  room  wiU  also  be  used  as  a  canteen.  A  bound 
volume  containing  the  signature  of  every  employee  was  pre- 
sented to  Colonel  iiorlick  at  the  opening. — Ihree  puppet 
cartoon  films  for  Horlicks  malted  milk  have  been  shown  at 
the  Gaumont  British  private  theatre  in  London  ;  they  Vvill 
shortly  be  seen  in  a  number  of  provincial  centres. 

In  the  courts. — At  Manchester  City  Police  Court,  on  Feb- 
ruary 9,  nine  summonses  were  heard  against  Jacob  Levy, 
M.P.S.,  Altrincham  Road,  Sharston,  for  failing  to  make  entries 
in  his  D.D.A.  register.  It  was  alleged  that  accused  had  failed 
to  make  the  necessary  entries,  both  as  regards  a  number  of 
purchases  and  prescriptions  dispensed.  Defendant  admitted  the 
offences,  and  on  his  behalf  it  was  stated  that  an  assistant  had 
been  delegated  to  make  the  entries  but  had  not  done  so.  A 
fine  of  £1  on  each  summons  was  imposed. — At  Clerkenwell, 
London,  Police  Court,  on  February  14,  W.  C.  Ford  (Chemists), 
Ltd.,  were  prosecuted  for  selling  wine  without  an  excise  licence 
at  a  shop  in  Camden  Road,  N.W.i.  Mr.  Roper,  solicitor,  who 
appeared  for  the  defence,  tendered  a  plea  of  guilty.  Mr. 
Willson,  for  the  Board  of  Customs  and  Excise,  in  outlining  the 
circumstances,  said  that  a  bottle  of  Wincarnis  was  purchased. 
"  It  has  been  submitted  to  an  analyst,"  Mr.  Willson  stated, 
"  and  it  has  27  per  cent,  of  proof  spirit."  A  fine  of  and 
£2  costs  was  imposed. 

Irish  Notes 

Dublin 

Drug  trade  striice. — Since  February  12  a  strike  has,  as 
expected,  affected  the  wholesale  drug  trade  in  Dublin.  Some 
400  workers  employed  by  the  half  dozen  large  wholesale  firms 
have  ceased  work  to  enforce  demands  for  higher  wages.  Not 
only  chemists  in  Dublin  and  district,  but  many  in  provincial 
districts  served  from  Dublin  will  be  affected.  For  ten  days  or 
more  prior  to  the  expiration  of  the  strike  notice  chemists  had 
been  laying  in  supplies  of  drugs  and  proprietaries,  and  the 
wholesale  houses  were  working  at  pressure.  As  a  result,  the 
full  effects  of  the  strike  have  not  yet  been  felt,  but  prolonga- 
tion may  cause  curtailment  of  supplies.  To  avoid  dislocation 
of  trade  and  inconvenience  to  the  pubhc,  the  employers  sug- 
gested to  the  unions  concerned  that  the  strike  should  be  aban- 
doned pending  the  re-opening  of  a  conference.  The  unions 
rejected  this  proposal.  Two  firms,  not  directly  affected,  gave 
notice  to  their  staffs  and  closed  on  February  14  in  support  of 
the  other  wholesalers.  No  demand  for  increased  wages  had 
been  made  to  these  firms.  It  was  learned  on  February  15  that 
an  invitation  to  attend  a  conference  on  February  17  under  the 
auspices  of  the  Department  of  Industry  and  Commerce  had 
been  received  by  employers  and  the  trade  unions  concerned. 
The  employers  have  agreed  to  attend.  Mr.  P.  C.  Cahill  (chair- 
man, wholesale  section,  Irish  Drug  Association),  discussing  the 
strike  situation,  said:  "We  are  going  into  conference  at  the 
Department's  invitation  and  have  asked  that  all  unions  con- 


cerned in  the  drug  trade  be  represented.  All  affected  firms  wDl 
be  represented."  Firms  involved  in  the  strike  have  agreed  to 
supply  to  retail  chemists  by  post  biological  products  or  other 
preparations  coming  under  the  Therapeutic  Substances  Act,  or 
items  urgently  required  for  prescriptions.

Air-raid  refuge  room. — A  model  refuge  room  in  connection 
with  air-raid  precautions  was  on  view  in  the  Synod  Hall,  Edin- 
burgh. There  was  a  display  of  anti-gas  accoutrements — the 
whole  having  been  arranged  by  Boots,  Ltd.,  in  connexion  with 
Edinburgh  Corporation's  air-raid  precautions  scheme. 

Glasgow 

Address  by  Vice-President. — A  meeting  of  the  Glasgow 
and  South- Western  Scottish  Branch  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  was  held  on  February  9,  Mr.  A.  B.  Giknour  in  thd 
chair,  when  Mr.  Thomas  Guthrie  (vice-president  of  the  Society; 
gave  "  Some  Observations,  including  a  Descriptive  Account 
of  Old  and  New  Headquarters."  Mr.  Guthrie  showed  lantern 
slides  depicting  the  Society's  present  London  headquarten 
and  described  the  proposed  new  buildings.  After  making 
appropriate  reference  to  the  late  Mr.  Suranons  (his  prede- 
cessor as  vice-president),  Mr.  Guthrie  drew  the  attention  ol  1 
members  to  the  Society's  publication  "  The  History  of  Phar, 
macy,"  by  Mr.  James  Grier,  and  spoke  of  the  origins  of  thf 
Pharmaceutical  Society.  He  referred  to  the  subsequent  speci 
alisation  in  chemistry  and  in  pharmacy  which  was  to  rendei 
almost  impossible  the  combination  of  retail  chemist  and  drug- 
gist, and  pharmacist  in  the  scientific  sense,  and  quoted  the  re- 
mark of  a  Continental  professor  of  pharmacy  that  "  Thf 
remedies  produced  in  pharmacies  have  for  the  last  thirty  year; 
been  fighting  a  desperate  struggle  against  those  made  by  fac 
tories,  a  struggle  resulting  m  the  constant  retreat  of  thf 
former."  Mr.  Guthrie  expressed  the  view  that  the  number  0: 
pharmacists  in  Glasgow  was  greater  than  the  populatior! 
needed.  The  annual  wastage  was  300,  so  that  the  numbei 
of  entrants  was  more  than  ample.  The  higher  standard  0  i 
examination  might  be  one  cause  of  the  reduction  in  number: 
in  1036,  but  the  more  likely  cause  was  the  wider  choice  0| 
employment  offered  by  improving  trade  conditions.  Mr| 
Guthrie  dealt  with  the  IBenevolent  Fund  and  the  new  Widows 
and  Orphans'  Pension  Act,  and  with  several  questions  asked 
by  Messrs.  Sinclair,  Munro,  Arthur,  Wilson  and  Professor  J.  Pj 
Todd.

Sale  of  Poisons 

Sii*  E.  Graham-Little  asked  the  Home  Secretary  on  Fel 
ruary  11  whether  his  attention  has  been  drawn  to  the  recen 
case  at  Croydon  where  an  unqualified  jierson  was  fined  fc 
selling  certain  tablets  containing  poison,  and  it  was  sjiow 
that  he  had  acted  in  ignorance  of  thfe  contents  due  to  the  fa( 
that  the  tablets  had  been  supplied  by  a  wholesaler  withoi 
any  warning;  and  whether  he  will  consider  the  desirability  ( 
making  regulations  placing  upon  wholesalers  the  responsibilit 
of  refraining  from  selling  preparations  containing  poisons  t 
persons  other  than  qualified  chemists? 

Sir  S.  Hoare :  My  attention  has  been  called  to  reports  in  tl 
Press  of  two  recent  cases  at  Croydon  in  which  keepers  oi  dm 
stores  were  convicted  for  selling  a  poison  contained  in  Part 
of  the  Poisons  List,  though  the  reports  which  I  have  seen  c 
not  altogether  bear  out  my  hon.  friend's  description  of  tl 
circumstances.  As  regards  the  second  part  of  the  question, 
would  point  out  that  the  Act  itself  provides  for  the  sale 
certain  poisons  by  persons  other  than  chemists  ;  and  I  do  n 
think  that  it  would  be  practicable  to  place  upon  wholesalel 
the  responsibility  for  ensuring  that  the  retailers  to  whom  thi| 
supply  poisons  are,  in  fact,  entitled  to  resell  them.  Whol 
salers  are  required  to  label  the  containers  of  poisons  with  tl 
name  of  the  poison  and  certain  other  particulars,  and  so  f| 
as  the  present  cases  are  concerned,  I  understand  that  tl| 
requirement  was  complied  with.  i 


Topical  Reflections 

By  Xrayser 


International  Pharmacoposia  Proposal 

I  congratulate  J)r.  C.  H.  JJampshire  on  his  appointment 
as  chairman  of  the  Technical  Commission  of  Pharmacopceial 
Experts  nominated  for  the  purpose  of  attempting  to  compile 
an  international  pharmacopoeia  (p.  173)  ;  it  is  a  matter  for 
general  satisfaction  that  the  work  of  a  distinguished  British 
pharmacist  has  been  recognised  in  this  way.  I  do  not  envy 
him  his  task  ;  for,  to  be  quite  frank,  the  history  of  previous 
attempts  to  devise  a  collection  of  formulas  and  standards  which 
would  be  binding  on  those  who  accepted  them  does  not  lead 
one  to  entertain  unqualified  hopes  of  a  happy  issue.  A  column 
or  more  of  your  space  would  be  needed  for  the  recapitulation 
of  that  chequered  history,  beginning  with  the  International 
Congress  of  Pharmacy  held  in  1867  and  ending  with  the  Inter- 
national Conference  for  the  Standardisation  of  the  Formulas 
for  Potent  Preparations  in  1925.  You  dealt  with  the  subject 
in  your  issue  of  April  16,  1927,  and  Dr.  Hampshire  himself 
referred  to  it  in  his  address  from  the  chair  at  the  Leeds  British 
Pharmaceutical  Conference  of  1934.  Of  the  thirty-two  Govern- 
ments represented  at  Brussels  in  1925,  fifteen  ratified  the 
agreement  (completed  as  late  as  1929),  and  ten  of  the  fifteen 
added  reservations.  Article  8  mentioned  seventy-seven  drugs  ; 
forty-three  of  these  appear  in  the  present  British  Pharma- 
copceia  and  only  twenty  of  them  are  in  accordance  or  virtual 
accordance  with  the  specifications  of  the  Agreement.  Article  35 
empowered  the  Belgian  Government  to  enter  into  certain  nego- 
tiations with  the  League  of  Nations.  Presumably  the  present 
announcement  is  the  outcome  of  Article  35  ;  but  if  it  has  taken 
nine  years  for  the  Agreement,  after  it  became  effective,  to  pene- 
trate the  recesses  of  the  League  of  Nations  headquarters,  how 
long  will  it  take  for  the  new  programme — comprising,  as  I 
read  it,  not  less  than  five  sections — to  come  to  maturity?  And 
what  has  become  of  the  parallel  effort,  launched  in  Paris  in 
1928,  to  produce  an  international  formulary  of  unofficial 
medicines? 

Scientific  Research  and  Industry 

If  we  look  beneath  the  surface  of  the  latest  annual  report 
of  the  Department  of  Scientific  and  Industrial  Research 
(p.  188),  we  find  a  certain  relationship  to  the  topics  I  have  just 


outlined.  A  liroader  question  of  policy  is  raised  by  the  stat 
ment  that  the  National  Physical  Laboratory  is  prepared 
send  members  of  its  staff  to  manufacturers'  works,  in  appi 
priate  cases,  to  carry  out  investigations.  The  paragraph  frc 
which  I  have  just  quoted  states  that  the  Government  grar 
amount  to  "nearly  half"  the  sum  contributed  by  vario 
industries.  The  query  naturally  arises,  in  the  case  of  ea 
worker  sent  (not  lent)  to  the  works  of  a  manufacturer:  wh 
are  the  respective  shares  in  the  financing  of  this  investigatic 
and  how  is  the  dual  control  exercised  ?  It  will  not  be  si 
prising  if  the  Department  loses  a  certain  number  of  its  young 
members,  tempted  as  they  may  be  by  unexpected  offers 
higher  salaries  coupled  with  prospects  of  more  rapid  prorr 
tion  than  is  usual  in  a  department  under  Government  contr 
And,  in  addition,  there  is  a  borderland  between  science  a 
technology  where  it  is  difficult  to  decide  whether  or  not 
given  series  of  observations  constitutes  scientific  research. 

Collation  of  Results 

My  two  preceding  paragraphs  have  by  no  means  foacjil 
on  all  that  your  last  week's  issue  has  to  tell  us  about 
search  ;  there  are  also,  for  instance,  the  Hanbury  medallis 
lecture,  the  attractive  summg.ry  of  the  contents  of  the  n| 
French   Codex,    and  the    precis   of  the    Canadian  Natioi! 
Research  Council's  report.    One  point  arising  from  the  red 
ing  of  these  records  of  activity  has  hitherto  received  li 
than  its  due  share  of  attention.     I  believe  I  have  read,  | 
the  extent  to  which  the  subject-matter  interested  me,  ev(. 
report  of  the  Department  of  Scientific  and  Industrial  Reseai 
since  they  began  to  appear  more  than  twenty  years  ago,  w 
the  exception  of  the  current  one.    As  those  of  your  read 
who  have  occasion  to  use  these  publications  will  rememb 
each  section  is  followed  by  a  bibliography  consisting  of  enti 
varying  in  number  from  two  or  three  to  fifty  or  more.  It 
hardly  credible  that  all  of  the  work  thus  noted  is  stric 
original ;  and  it  is,  in  a  sense,  a  tragedy  that  in  a  wo 
urgently  needing  economy  of  every  kind — though  Gove 
ment  departments  do  not  seem  to  be  aware  of  the  fact — 2 
effort  in  research  that  may  mean  so  much  should  be  duji 
cated.    One  of  the  greatest  needs  of  our  day  is  a  kind  of  cle; 
ing  house  for  records  of  scientific  investigation  throughii 
the  world. 
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Legal 

Pharmacy  and  Poisons  Act— At  Stockport,  on  February  g, 
^'illiam  Peel,  described  as  a  herbalist,  was  charged  under  the 
harmacy  and  Poisons  Act,  1933.  Prosecuting  on  behalf  of 
:e  Pharmaceutical  Society,  Mr.  E.  McManus,  solicitor,  said 
le  defendant's  shop  was  visited  by  an  agent  of  the  Society 
Q  December  2.  This  agent  purchased  a  tin  of  Rankins  Head 
lintment  and  then  asked  to  see  the  licensed  seller.  The  reply 
■as  that  there  was  no  chemist  on  the  premises.  When  the  tin 
as  sent  for  analysis  it  was  found  to  contain  0.41  per  cent, 
f  veratrine  (alkaloid  of  sabadilla).  Mr.  McManus  said  that 
le  second  summons  was  based  on  the  fact  that  the  ointment 
id  not  bear  the  name  and  address  of  the  seller  as  specified 
1  the  Act,  so  that,  in  the  event  of  it  being  necessary  to  trace 
le  seller,  it  would  not  be  possible  to  do  so.  Defendant's 
ame  was  not  in  the  list  of  chemists  and  druggists.  On  the 
rst  summons  defendant  was  fined  £2,  and  on  the  second  £1.

Ideal  House,  Argyll  Street,  London,  VV.,  against  their 
rmer  works  manager,  Mr.  Stephen  Walter  Doherty,  Pine 
'alk,  Carshalton.  Claims  against  James  Ferguson  &  Sons,  Ltd., 
sa  Park  Works,  Prince  George's  Road,  Merton  Abbey,  S.W.; 
id  Mr.  John  Edward  Ferguson  (managing  director  of  Messrs. 
;rguson),  Sutherland  House,  Marloes  Road,  W.,  for  alleged 
mspiracy  with  Mr.  Doherty  to  disclose  a  secret  process,  were 
smissed,  with  costs.  The  case  for  British  Industrial  Plastics, 
td.,  was  that  Mr.  Doherty,  who  had  been  in  their  employ 
r  thirty  years,  and  left  in  1932,  disclosed  to  Messrs.  Ferguson 
secret  process  for  the  manufacture  of  amino-plastic  moulding 
)wders.  The  charges  were  denied  by  all  the  defendants, 
vidence  was  given  that  British  Industrial  Plastics,  Ltd.,  had 
>ent  ;^3o,c)oo  on  research  work  in  connexion  with  the  process, 
hich  had  not  been  patented,  and  they  were  the  only  com- 
iiny  in  this  country  capable  of  making  satisfactory  powders 
>fore  the  advent  of  Messrs.  Ferguson  into  the  same  field. 
16  hearing  lasted  over  six  days.  In  his  resei-ved  judgment, 
r.  Justice  Porter  said  that  he  was  satisfied  that  the  British 
dustrial  Plastic  process  was  a  secret,  and  that  Mr.  Doherty 
i.d  disclosed  it  to  Messrs.  Ferguson.  Althouffh  the  latter 
id  been  negligent  in  their  dealings  with  Mr.  Doherty,  he  held 
at  there  was  no  conspiracy.  Messrs.  Ferguson  had  admit- 
dly  used  the  method,  disclosed  by  Mr.  Doherty,  as  the 
isis  for  their  own  process,  and  previously  had  failed  to  make 
satisfactory  powder  for  moulding  purposes.  Mr.  Justice 
orter  continued  that  Mr.  Doherty,  even  if  he  were  not  bound 
r  a  secrecy  agreement  he  entered  into  with  plaintiffs  in  1916, 
IS  under  an  obligation  not  to  reveal  his  former  employers' 
crets,  and  was  therefore  liable  for  damages.  Leave  to  join 
setle  Products,  Ltd.,  a  subsidiary  of  British  Industrial 
lastics,  as  co-plaintiffs,  was  given.  Plaintiffs  also  asked  for 
1  injunction  restraining  Messrs.  Ferguson  from  making  use 
the  plaintiffs'  secret  process.  His  lordship  said  that  he 
iderstood  th's  had  been  withdrawn,  but  if  it  were  pressed 
i  would  hear  legal  arguments  later.

Nomination  for  the  Senate 

The  Registrar  said  he  had  received  a  communication  from  the 
Senate  Returning  Officer  intimating  that  the  Society  had  been 
appointed  a  nominating  body  in  connection  with  the  coming 
elections.  The  last  date  for  nomination  was  February  26  and 
as  the  matter  was  one  of  urgency  he  had  sent  out  a  circular 
on  the  matter  for  the  present  meeting. 

Mr.  Fitzpatrick  said  the  highest  possible  compliment  had 
been  accorded  to  Irish  pharmacy  in  being  selected  as  one  of 
the  notninat'ng  bodies  for  the  new  Senate,  and  it  was  only 
fitting  that  they  should  respond  to  the  compliment  by  selecting 


the  best  possible  type  of  candidate  whose  culture  and  aspira- 
tion would  be  acceptable  to  the  Government,  and  acceptable 
to  Irish  pharmacy  as  a  whole.  It  was  his  privilege  to  take 
part  in  that  compliment  by  proposing  "  That  Mr.  Patrick 
Columba  Caliill,  vice-president  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
of  Ireland,  be  nominated  as  a  candidate  for  the  forthcoming 
Seanad  Eireann  election.  That  the  president  and  registrar 
be  authorised  to  sign  the  nomination  form  and  that  the  Seal 
of  the  Society  be  affixed  to  this  resolution  and  the  nomination 
form."  Mr.  Fitzpatrick  stressed  the  importance  of  impressing 
on  chemists  that  they  must  work  as  they  never  worked  before 
to  secure  representation  on  the  Senate,  which  would  be  a  very 
high  compliment  to  Irish  pharmacy. 

The  President,  seconding  the  motion,  said  Mr.  Cahill  had 
a  fine  national  record,  and  was  the  best  man  they  could  select 
from  pharmacy  to  represent  them  in  the  Senate. 

Mr.  O'Rourke,  supporting  the  motion,  said  he  thought  they 
would  all  agree  they  owed  a  deep  debt  of  gratitude  to  Mr. 
Cahill  in  consenting  to  go  forward.  In  this  generation  of  phar- 
macists there  was  no  more  suitable  candidate. 

Mr.  Fitzpatrick  said  they  were  asking  Mr.  Cahill  to  do  a  lot 
in  taking  on  this  responsibility.  He  only  hoped  in  the  years 
to  come  Mr.  Cahill  would  not  feel  too  hard  against  him  for 
proposing  him  that  day. 

The  resolution  was  carried  unanimously  and  with  applause. 

Mr.  Cahill,  replying,  said  this  was  indeed  a  very  happy 
moment  for  him,  but  he  could  assure  them  a  very  embarrassing 
moment  too.  It  was  a  great  achievement  for  pharmacy  to  be 
included  as  one  of  the  nominating  bodies,  and  a  tremendous 
personal  honour  to  be  chosen  as  the  Society's  nominee.  As 
they  were  all  aware,  nomination  simply  meant  they  had  got 
over  one  of  the  hurdles.  The  biggest  hurdle  was  to  get  repre- 
sentation. There  was  no  certainty  of  this  but  they  had  a 
sporting  chance,  and  on  that  basis  he  was  prepared  to  go 
forward.  Even  if  they  did  not  achieve  success  in  the  election, 
he  would  never  forget  the  compliment  paid  him  that  day.  He 
would  like  in  particular  to  pay  tribute  to  the  men  in  pharmacy 
who  made  to-day's  proceedings  possible:  he  w-as  referring  to 
those  pharmacists  associated  with  the  national  movement  from 
1910  and  1912  onwards.  The  work  these  men  had  done,  and 
the  prominent  part  they  played  in  the  movement  was  reacting 
to-day  in  favour  of  the  profession.  Personally  he  thanked 
the  members  of  the  Council  very  much  indeed  for  the  honour 
they  had  conferred  on  him.  (Applause.) 

Mr.  O'Rourke  suggested  that  the  Council  should  issue  an 
election  appeal  to  all  the  members  of  the  Society  in  connec- 
tion with  Mr.  Cahill's  candidature.  Chemists  all  over  the 
country  should,  as  Mr.  Fitzpatrick  suggested,  Avork  as  they 
never  worked  before  for  pharmacy's  candidate  by  getting  in 
touch  with  T.D.s  (members  of  the  Dail  Eireann)  and  members 
of  county  and  borough  councils  forming  the  electoral  college. 

The  Council  decided  to  set  up  an  Election  Committee  to 
further  Mr.  Cahill's  candidature.

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Wembley's  Mass  Meeting 


A  T  a  mass  meeting  of  chemists  arranged  by  the  Wembley 
/\  and  District  Chemists'  Association,  to  which  admission 
I  %  was  by  ticket,  140  pliarmacists  were  present,  including 
presiaents  and  secretaries  of  many  of  the  Metropolitan  Associa- 
tions. Mr.  J.  E.  Goodall  (president)  occupied  the  chair  and 
Mr.  G.  A.  Mallinson  (secretary.  National  Pharmaceutical 
Union)  spoke  on  ' '  Business  Friendships — General  and 
Personal." 

Mr.  Mallinson  said  he  had  chosen  the  title  because  he 
believed  that  friendship  was  tlie  basis  of  pharmacy.  They  had 
an  outstanding  example  in  the  tripartite  organisation,  the 
P.A.T.A.,  while  the  Chemists'  Friends  scheme  gave  another 
aspect  of  friendship.  If  there  had  not  been  the  tendency  on 
the  part  of  certain  manufacturers,  forty  years  ago,  to  have 
a  feeling  of  friendship  towards  the  retailer  there  would  have 
been  no  start  of  the  P.A.T.A.  The  same  applied  with  the 
C.F.  scheme.  He  could  look  back  forty-six  years  and  remember 
the  time  when  they  used  to  watch  very  carefully  what 
competitors  were  doing.  Nowadays  they  did  not  have  that 
extreme  jealousy  of  one  another.  In  regard  to  prices,  he  had 
made  a  test.  He  arranged  for  some  of  his  office  staff,  who  lived 
in  different  districts,  to  take  a  definite  recipe  and  get  it  made- 
up.  The  same  recipe,  which  cost  sixpence  (including  the  bottle) 
at  one  place,  was  priced  at  is.  6d.  at  another.  The  strange 
thing  was  that  it  was  not  the  best  shops  that  charged  the 
best  prices.  He  was  struck  by  the  fact  that  the  comparatively 
small  man  cx)uld  get  and  was  apparently  getting  a  fair  price 
for  his  work.  They  should  have  a  more  friendly  arrangement 
generally,^  so  that  the  public  could  not  possibly  find  such  a 
wide  difference  in  moving  from  one  district  to  another.  With 
regard  to  the  C.F.  movement,  the  N.P.U.  could  only  appeal 
for  support  on  the  grounds  of  a  sound  business  propwsition. 
Somebody  said  to  him  recently  that  the  scheme  had  nothing  to 
do  with  the  sale  of  ordinary  drugs,  and  that  they  were  only 
touching  the  fringe  of  the  business.  That  was  not  true.  They 
had  to  create  the  impression  that  the  public  might  as  well 
go  to  the  chemist  in  the  first  instance  as  ask  elsewhere  for 
something  that  could  not  be  got  except  at  a  pharmacy.  That 
was  the  fundamental  principle  behind  the  movement,  and  it 
would  apply  to  drugs.  The  time  would  come  when  they  would 
be  able  to  apply  pressure,  but  that  was  distant  ;  it  was  not 
feasible  at  the  present  time.  The  future  of  the  C.F.  movement 
lay  in  members'  hands.  Headquarters  had  done  their  bit  in 
starting  it. 

National  Health  Insurance 

In  National  Health  Insurance  they  had  maintained  for  over 
twenty  years  a  united  front  so  far  as  the  Government  was 
concerned,  and  he  believed  that  N.H.I,  had  been  one  of  the 
greatest  factors  in  bringing  chemists  together.  Local  organisa- 
tion practically  did  not  exist  in  pre-Insurance  Act  days.  There 
were  a  large  number  of  chemists  who  had  not  the  faintest  idea 
how  chemists  came  into  the  Insurance  Act,  and  how  very  in- 
secure their  position  was  at  the  outset.  They  would  be 
astounded  if  they  were  told  that  when  the  Act  was  submitted 
to  Parliament  chemists  were  not  in  it  at  all.  Chemists  had 
consolidated  their  position  to  a  large  extent.  But  could  they 
say  that  throughout  the  country  insured  persons  regarded 
chemists  as  friends,  in  the  same  way  that  they  did  the  doctors? 
He  had  been  in  close  touch  with  practically  every  phase  of 
Insurance  Act  work  since  the  commencement,  and  had  been 
struck  by  the  fact  that  at  no  staee  had  they  got  the  insured 
persons  into  the  frame  of  mind  where  they  would  have  stood 
up  and  shouted  for  chemists  if  there  was  a  danger  of  the 
chemist  bein?  eliminated  from  the  Act.  This  was  due  to  their 
own  disappointment  from  the  beginning.  They  had  never  felt 
that  thev^were  beine  adequately  paid.  To  pet  better  terms  they 
had  got  to  make  insured  persons  feel  they  needed  chemists,  so 
that  if  anvbody  suggested  chemists  were  ill-treated  they  would 
be  on  their  side. 

When  thev  thought  of  present  remuneration,  he  wanted  them 
to  appreciate  that  it  had  been  improved  since  loi^,  that  they 
were  receiving  more  than  previously,  and  particularly  since 
1916  when  the  present  Insurance  tarifT  started,  under  which 
remuneration  had  been  increased  by  over  50  per  cent.  It  was 
suggested  that  the  Union  never  asked  for  more  than  they  were 
now  g-ptting,  but  this  was  not  true.  Every  possible  arpiiment 
for  higher  remuneration  had  been  exhausted.    Mr.  Mallinson 


next  dealt  with  the  Geddes  "  axe  "  and  the  action  then  taken 
by  chemists  to  maintain  dispensing  fees.  He  agreed  it  was  not 
a  sound  system.  Itie  Minister  had  told  them  in  June  that  he 
could  not  put  anything  into  that  Bill  [relating  to  juvenUe 
insurance]  that  was  not  in  it  already,  but  he  would  receive 
chemists  to  discuss  the  problem  of  getting  more  money  for  the 
Drug  Fund.  They  had  a  very  influential  deputation,  including 
members  of  the  executive  committee  of  the  Union  in  addition 
to  the  president  and  secretary  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
and  the  chairmen  of  large  pharmaceutical  committees.  The 
Minister  said  at  the  interview  he  could  not  possibly  go  to 
Parliament  for  any  more  money  for  the  Fund  until  the  effect 
of  the  "  Juveniles  Act  "  was  known.  The  speaker  agreed  with 
the  Minister.  They  (the  juveniles)  were  just  too  old  for  one 
kind  of  bottle  habit  and  a  little  too  young  for  the  other  kind. 
There  was  no  doubt  in  his  mind  that  the  effect  of  these  juveniles 
would  be  to  add  not  less  than  £60,000  a  year  to  our  funds.  If 
his  estimate  was  right,  there  would  be  no  deficit  at  the  end  of 
the  first  complete  year,  but  the  main  argument  of  insufficient 
remuneration  would  remain.  Mr.  Mallinson  said  emphatically 
he  wanted  his  hearers  to  scotch  the  idea  that  their  representa- 
tives on  the  N.P.U.  Executive  were  on  the  side  of  the  Ministry 
of  Health. 

Questions  and  Vote  of  Thanks 

Mr.  Wills  (Western)  felt  that  Mr.  Mallinson  was  being  too 
optimistic  and  that  the  juveniles  would  get  all  they  could  out 
of  their  insurance. — Mr.  Mallinson  thought  they  would  be 
cases  where  the  doctor  would  examine  ratner  than  prescribe. 

Mr.  Robinson  (Wembley)  considered  the  influx  of  juveniles 
to  State  insurance  would  put  the  position  of  the  chemists 
back  five  years  ;  it  had  taken  five  years  of  discounting  to 
make  the  chemists  generally  dissatisfied  with  N.H.I,  condi- 
tions.— Mr.  Mallinson  did  not  agree  that  the  chemists  had  been 
subjected  to  five  years'  discount,  and  he  reminded  Mr.  Robinson 
of  the  Minister's  promise  to  reconsider  the  position  when  the 
effect  of  the  juvenile  insurance  was  fully  known. 

Mr.  Wright  (North  London)  asked  if  the  test  that  Mr. 
Mallinson  made  took  the  form  of  a  prescription  masquerading 
as  a  recipe  or  a  recipe  masquerading  as  a  prescription,  because 
obviously  one  did  not  charge  dispensing  rates  on  "  all  fours  " 
or  ginger  wine  recipes.  He  considered  it  would  be  a  fairer  test 
to  send  round  a  straight  prescription. — Mr.  Mallinson  repUed 
that  he  had  purposely  avoided  a  straight  prescription  as  in  that 
case  he  would  no  doubt  have  got  a  more  even  result.  He  had 
intended  to  get  an  indication  of  what  was  the  profitable  basis 
on  which  chemists  conducted  their  business.  He  did  this  as  he 
had  so  many  complaints  that  N.H.I,  work  did  not  pay.  Mr. 
Cocking  (Western)  asked  if  they  had  the  support  of  corporate 
bodies  for  N.H.I,  matters  in  Parliament. — Mr.  Mallinson 
assured  him  that  they  had,  and  in  fact  two  company  repre- 
sentatives had  served  on  deputations  which  had  appeared 
before  the  Ministry. 

Mr.  Miles  (Wembley)  asked  what  measures  were  taken  for 
Parliamentary  representation,  Mr.  Mallinson  replying  that  they 
had  the  services  of  a  Parliamentary  agent  who  was  able  to  pick 
members  for  them  as  required. 

Mr.  Brown  (West  Middlesex)  asked  what  information  Mr. 
Mallinson  had  with  respect  to  the  doctors'  "  refresher  " 
courses. — Mr.  Mallinson  said  this  did  not  come  from  any  fund 
accessible  to  chemists. 

Mr.  Davies  (Thames  Valley)  proposed  and  Mr.  Clifford  Evans 
(Western)  seconded  the  vote  of  thanks.  Mr.  McNeal  fa  member 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society's  Council)  supported.  The 
meeting  concluded  with  cheers  for  the  speaker. 

Vitamin  C  in  heart  failure. — A  study  of  the  diuretic  effects 
produced  by  administration  of  ascorbic  acid  is  described  by 
Evans  in  the  Lancet,  February  5,  1938,  p.  308.  The  investi- 
gations recorded  were  carried  out  on  a  small  series  of  patients 
with  heart  failure,  and  comparisons  were  made  between  the 
action  of  vitamin  C  and  other  diuretics.  It  was  found  that 
from  an  estimate  made  of  the  excess  of  urinary  output  over 
fluid  intake  in  nine  pat'ents  in  17^  days,  vitamin  C  induced 
gre=iter  diuresis  than  digits l=s.  but  less  than  theobrornine,  diu- 
retin  and  ammonium  chloride.  Attention  is  called  to  the 
need  of  providing  an  adequate  supply  of  vitamin  C  in  cases 
of  heart  failure. 
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The  Apprentice  Question

MANY  independent  pharmacists  have  been  greatly 
troubled  by  their  inability  to  secure  apprentices 
capable  of  being  indentured  under  the  regulations  of 
tne  1.  iiarmaceutical  Society.  A  shortage  of  apprentices  is 
naturally  followed  by  a  shortage  of  qualified  assistants.  In  one 
distrxt  where  eight  apprentices  were  to  be  found  in  1914,  only 
one  is  indentured  to-day.  It  appears  that  the  number  of 
apprentices,  like  the  birth-rate,  is  falling  rapidly,  so  that  phar- 
macy is  thieatened  with  extinction.  To  meet  this  shortage 
some  of  the  larger  concerns  are  propounding  schemes  to  make 
employment  more  attractive  to  apprentices.  These  schemes 
vary,  but  are  generally  in  the  nature  of  offering  to  finance  the 
apprentice  while  he  attends  classes  in  return  for  an  undertaking 
to  serve  the  concern  for  a  period  after  qualification.  The  fact 
that  such  schemes  are  being  inaugurated  shows  that  the  larger 
concerns  at  least  are  alive  to  the  shortage  of  entrants  to 
pharmacy.  Apart  from  the  serious  efifect  that  this  shortage  of 
apprentices  will  have  on  the  conduct  of  business,  its  effect  on 
the  relations  between  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  and  its  mem- 
bers is  worth  examining.  The  finance  of  the  Society  is  derived 
principally  from  three  sources :  registration  of  premises  fees  ; 
examination  fees  ;  and  retention  fees.  The  Pharmaceutical 
Society  has  recently  embarked  on  an  ambitious  building  pro- 
gramme and,  with  its  other  official  work  increased  by  the 
Pharmacy  and  Poisons  Act,  1933,  any  substantial  fall  in  its 
expenditure  in  the  future  is  unlikely.  A  fall  in  the  number  of 
students  at  the  Society's  college  will  result  in  an  increase  in 
the  already  too  great  cost  of  running  this  establishment.  Where 
is  this  finance  to  be  found?  The  Society  cannot  increase  the 
fee  for  registration  of  premises,  and  any  possible  increase  in  the 
examination  fees  is  likely  to  be  more  than  offset  by  reduction 
in  the  number  of  persons  presenting  themselves  for  examination. 
It  would  appear,  therefore,  that  the  burden  of  expenditure 
will  have  to  be  met  by  membership  dues.  As  a  fall  in  member- 
ship is  likely,  an  increase  in  the  amount  of  each  subscription 
will  be  a  natural  consequence. 

The  causes  of  the  falling  number  of  entrants  to  pharmacy 
can  be  divided  under  two  heads ;  Bad  working  conditions  and 
poor  remuneration  ;  and  the  stringent  educational  programme 
of  the  Society.  Why  any  person  should  spend  four  to  five 
years  or  even  more  in  qualifying  as  a  pharmacist  in  order  to 
earn  £150  to  £2^0  a  year  working  fifty  weeks  of  approximately 
fifty  hours  a  week,  when  in  less  time  and  (thanks  to  grants 
from  local  authorities,  etc.)  with  less  outlay,  he  can  qualify  as 
a  dentist  and  earn  ;^40o  to  ;^6oo  a  year  of  forty-four  weeks  (and 
approximately  forty  hours  a  week)  in  local  government  service, 
is  a  question  to  which  there  is  no  convincing  answer.  That  the 
educational  programme  of  the  Society  is  too  advanced  for  the 
requirements  of  everyday  pharmacy  to-day  is  the  view  held 
by  many,  but  few  wish  to  lower  the  standard.  If,  however, 
sufficient  apprentices  cannot  be  attracted  by  increasing  the 
remuneration  of  the  pharmacist,  making  the  qualification  easier 
to  obtain  may  become  imperative. 

Reflections  on  the  Report 

The  report  of  the  Society's  Education  Committee  on  the 
number  of  entrants  to  pharmacy  appeared  at  first  to  answer 
these  criticisms,  but  a  closer  examination  of  the  report  reveals 
a  curious  optimism,  accompanied  by  a  determined  neglect  of 
numerous  factors  which  suggest  that  an  increase  in  the  number 
of  entrants  to  pharmacy  is  required.  Certain  factors,  though 
difficult  to  assess,  and  not  to  be  valued  at  any  definite  figure, 
nevertheless  deserved  some  reference  in  the  report.  Naturally 
the  question  of  the  ladies  takes  precedence.  From  a  rough 
estimate,  it  would  appear  that  in  1914  less  than  2  per  cent,  of 
qualified  pharmacists  were  women,  while  in  1936  the  figure  was 
over  10  per  cent.  Many  women  marry  and  leave  pharmacy 
shortly  after  qualifyinfr,  with  the  result  that  their  average 
pharmaceutical  life  is  shorter  than  that  of  a  man.  Hence  an 
increas-n?  percentage  loss  from  the  registers  through  resigna- 
tions is  to  be  looked  for  in  the  future.  Another  factor  is  the 
introduction  of  the  compulsory  indenture,  around  1925-26. 
Prior  to  this  date  many  apprentices  only  registered  with  the 
Society  when  commencing  classes  or  shortly  before  sitting  for 


the  examinations,  pointing  to  a  greater  wastage  prior  to  ex- 
amination before  1926  than  since.  This  is  confirmed  by  the 
difference  between  the  number  registered  and  the  number 
qualifying,  a  factor  which  represents  the  number  of  students 
who  served  a  proper  apprenticeship  but  never  attended  classes 
It  may  be  argued  that  this  is  disproved  by  the  large  number 
of  candidates  who  presented  themselves  for  examination  in  the 
years  1933-36,  but  the  explanation  for  this  may  quite  well  be 
that  the  country's  return  to  prosperity  enabled  many  who  were 
previously  prevented  by  financial  considerations  from  qualifying 
to  attend  classes  during  these  years. 

Arithmetic  of  the  Report 

Before  examining  the  Society's  education  report  in  detail 
two  arithmetical  errors  must  be  mentioned  which,  although 
unimportant  in  themselves,  may  be  misleading.  In  the 
second  paragraph  it  is  stated  that  registrations  as  appren- 
tice or  student  varied  between  379  in  1909  and  733  in  1914 
the  latter  being  an  increase  of  153  (or  38.3  per  cent.)  over  the 
next  highest,  580  (in  1913)-  The  percentage  increase  should 
have  been  26.4  per  cent. 

Again,  in  the  third  paragraph  it  is  stated  that  if  30  per 
cent,  of  the  students  who  register  fail  to  qualify  the  number 
of  students  required  to  replace  the  average  number  of  those 
who  die  (277)  will  be  360.  This  figure  should  be  396.  To 
study  the  report  it  is  necessary  to  reproduce  the  table  given 
by  the  committee ;  to  it  have  been  added  further  columns 
showing,  on  the  basis  of  the  figures  given,  the  annual  in- 
crease and  decrease  which  has  occurred  through  restorations 
to  or  deletions  from  the  register  by  marriage  or  otherwise.

)Ove.  Examining  the  statement  in  detail,  it  appears  first 
lat  the  figure  of  70  per  cent,  employed  is  on  the  generous 
de.  The  figures  given  show  that  over  the  period  the  total 
mber  of  registrations  was  35,250,  and  the  number  who 
lalified  20,763,  or  a  percentage  of  58.9.  The  report  states 
at  the  figure  was  obtained  from  the  entrants  in  the  years 
)2i-25.  If  it  is  desired  to  have  figures  over  a  recent  period 
seems  fair  to  compare  the  number  of  those  who  qualified 
the  years  1930-36  with  those  who  entered  as  apprentices  or 
udents  seven  years  earlier  (seven  years  being  the  average 
riod  required  to  qualify  according  to  the  report).  Over 
e  period  1923-29  the  number  of  registrations  amounted  to 
,142,  while  over  the  period  1930-36  only  6,066  qualified, 
ving  a  percentage  of  50.  It  seems,  therefore,  that  the 
port's  figure  of  70  per  cent,  should  be  nearer  50  per  cent, 
gain,  it  is  obvious  that  there  is  a  considerable  loss  to  the 
ofession  either  through  resignation,  marriage  or  otherwise, 
ver  the  period  dealt  uIUi  this  wastage  amounts  to  no  less 
an  5,600,  which  compares  with  the  figure  of  8,224  deaths. 
Ithough  the  exceptional  figure  for  1934  is  not  likely  to 
cur,  it  seems  incredible  that  no  mention  whatever  of  this 
ss  is  made  in  the  report.  Even  making  allowance  for  ex- 
ptional  causes,  it  seems  fair  to  conclude  that  an  annual  loss 
say,  100,  may  be  expected  from  this  cause.  On  the  figures 
ven  of  277  deaths,  plus  an  annual  loss  of  100,  the  total 
imher  of  students  required,  on  the  committee's  70  per  cent, 
sumption,  is  about  540,  while  if  the  correct  percentage  is 
,  as  now  suggested,  750  will  be  needed.  Even  at  this  stage 


there  is  therefore  little  ground  for  the  committee's  compla- 
cency in  stating  that  even  if  the  number  of  students  regis- 
tering does  not  exceed  600,  the  supply  of  persons  entering 
pharmacy  will  be  sufficient  to  maintain  the  numbers  on  the 
register  at  the  present  figure.  From  an  actuarial  standpoint 
the  figures  are  not  given  in  a  satisfactory  manner.  For  in- 
stance, it  is  wrong  to  use  an  average  figure  of  deaths  over  a 
period  of  years  during  which  an  increase  has  taken  place.  The 
figure  to  be  expected  in  subsequent  years  can  only  be  arrived 
at  by  taking  into  account  the  actual  age  distribution  of  the 
persons  qualified.  Obviously,  since  the  profession  has  been 
increasing  numerically  over  a  series  of  years  there  will,  twenty 
years  hence,  be  more  persons  aged,  say,  sixty  than  there  are 
to-day.  In  other  words,  the  average  age  will  be  liigher  and 
more  deaths  will  occur.  This  feature  will  be  emphasised  if  the 
number  of  entrants  to  the  profession  is  reduced  to  500  as  con- 
templated in  the  report.  The  matter  is  rather  difficult  to 
understand,  but  the  following  example  may  make  the  matter 
clear.  In  1908  the  number  who  actually  qualified  was  354, 
which  compares  with  the  number  who  died  in  1934,  which  was 
341.  But  in  the  latter  year  (1934)  the  number  who  qualified 
was  825.  The  moral  seems  to  be  that  a  much  increased  number 
of  deaths  may  be  expected  in  future  years.  In  drawing  up 
their  report  the  committee  have  shown  an  entire  disregard  of 
all  the  actuarial  proprieties,  and,  indeed,  they  seem  to  have 
made  as  good  a  job  of  their  task  as  an  actuary  might  have 
made  of  a  D.D.A.  prescription.  The  report  is  not  even  arith- 
metically correct,  and  if  the  pharmaceutical  profession 
accepts  it  without  further  investigation  the  results  may  be 
serious  in  the  extreme.  Figures  in  unskilled  hands  may  prove 
anything,  and  the  Council  would  do  well  to  have  a  new  investi- 
gation undertaken  by  an  independent  outsider,  preferably  an 
actuary.

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1938  British  Industries  Fair 

The  British  Industries  Fair,  1938,  opens  at  three  centres  on 
Wonday  next,  and  an  advance  review  of  exhibitors'  stands 
)f  interest  to  the  drug  and  alhed  trades  appears  on  pages 
!i6-220  of  this  issue.  Plans  for  the  Birmingham  section 
ire  much  the  same  as  in  earher  years,  but  changes  are  to  be 
loted  in  the  London  sections.  The  drug,  chemical  and 
perfumery  sections  are  again  at  Olympia,  but  a  noteworthy 
;hange  is  the  abandonment  of  the  old  White  City  in 
'avour  of  the  new  Earls  Court.  The  opportunity  might  have 
3een  taken  to  remedy  what  we  must  regard  as  a  defect  in 
he  arrangement  of  the  Fair,  resulting  possibly  from  a 
;ertain  inelasticity  of  outlook  on  the  part  of  the  organising 
luthorities.  This  year's  Fair  is  the  twenty-fourth  in  a  series, 
md  while  everyone  will  agree  that  twenty-four  years  is  no 
preat  age  for  a  British  institution,  yet  it  is  a  long  enough 
period  to  have  included  considerable  changes  in  the  in- 
iustries  in  which  our  readers  are  chiefly  interested,  namely 
the  drug  and  chemical,  perfumery,  druggists'  sundries  and 
:;osmetic  industries.  The  period  has  witnessed  more  than 
the  firm  entrenchment  of  the  British  fine  chemical  industry 
assisted  no  doubt  by  protective  tariff  on  foreign  materials. 
Dependent  on  this  industry  is  the  manufacture  of  per- 
fumery and  cosmetic  preparations  which  has  also  made 
enormous  strides;  but  unfortunately  they  are  not  equally 
reflected  in  the  Fair.  It  is  possible  that  this  results  from 
lack  of  enterprise  on  the  part  of  the  manufacturers 
concerned,  but  the  robustness  of  this  young  branch  of 
industry  vis-a-vis  its  important  French  and  United  States 
rivals  hardly  suggests  that  this  is  so.  Does  the  fault  lie  in 
regarding  the  manufacture  of  cosmetics  as  comparatively 
unimportant  ?  The  placing  at  the  Fair  of  such  exhibitors 
as  are  concerned  with  this  trade  lends  colour  to  this  sugges- 
tion. In  our  view,  the  promoters,  whose  avowed  object  is  to 
foster  British  trade,  would  show  their  faith  in  the  value  of 
their  efforts  by  a  readiness  to  accord  adult  status  to  this  and 
possibly  other  youthful  industries  which  have  grown  up,  to 
some  extent  at  least,  under  their  aegis.  The  tendency, 
however,  seems  rather  to  crystallise  a  classification  which 


has  certainly  served  well  in  the  past  but  may  not  be  truly 
representative  of  the  present  organisation  of  British 
industry.  Old  industries  must  not,  of  course,  be  cramped, 
but  room  must  be  found  for  new  ones.  The  present  year, 
it  seems  to  us,  would  have  been  an  e.xcellent  opportunity 
to  essay  some  re-groupings  of  classes  as  well  as  re-housing  of 
sections. 

A  Good  Start 

The  import  and  export  trade  returns  for  January  are 
satisfactory.  They  show  a  further  general  expansion  of 
the  steadily  improving  aggregates  recorded  throughout  1937, 
with  the  main  totals  reaching  the  best  figures  for  the  past 
eight  years.  The  value  of  imports  of  "  All  classes  of 
merchandise  "  in  the  first  month  of  the  year  was  some 
^9,000,000  more  than  the  total  for  January,  1937,  while 
our  total  exports,  including  re-exports,  were  nearly^2,ooo,ooo 
more  than  in  the  first  month  of  1937.  There  is  still  evident 
the  fact  that  the  value  of  our  imports  continues  to  increase 
at  a  greater  rate  than  that  of  our  exports.  If  this  debit  balance 
is  allowed  to  continue  to  develop  unchallenged  landings  will 
be  double  the  value  of  our  shipinents  by  the  end  of  this  year.

The  figures  for  the  class  of  goods  "  Chemicals,  Drugs, 
etc.,"  for  the  first  month  of  the  year  are  particularly  grati- 
fying. The  value  of  imports,  although  still  over  a  milhon, 
shows  a  decline  of  nearly  ;/^5o,ooo  compared  with  January, 
^937,  while  the  value  of  shipments  of  domestic  manufactures 
shows  an  increase  of  over  ^^105, 000.  The  value  of  retained 
imports  of  this  group  was  only  shghtly  more  than  fifty  per 
cent,  of  that  of  our  total  exports.  Such  figures  leave  no 
doubt  as  to  the  strength  of  the  industry,  nationally  and

OF  recent  years  the  chief  exhibits  of  interest  to  the  drug 
and  alhed  trades  at  the  British  Industries  Fair  have 
been  centred  at  Olympia,  London.  The  White  City 
has  housed  the  textiles  and  clothing,  furnishing  fabrics,  furni- 
ture, bedsteads  and  bedding,  and  carpets  and  linoleum  sections. 
The  recent  comp.etion  of  the  new  Earls  Court  exhibition  build- 
ing has  made  possible  the  transfer  of  these  sections  to  the  new 
site,  but  drug  trade  visitors  will  have  an  interest  in  visiting 
Earls  Court  because  the  Empire  Section  is  among  sections 
(which  also  include  foodstuffs  and  beverages,  confectionery, 
tobacco,  etc.)  which  will  also  be  accommodated  there  instead 
of,  as  in  previous  years,  at  Olympia.  The  majority  of  the 
chemical,  drug,  cosmetic  and  perfumery  exhibits  are  located  on 
the  ground  floor  at  Olympia.  The  Birmingham  section 
(engineering  and  hardware)  will  be  held  at  Castle  Bromwich 
concurrently  with  the  London  sections. 

Advance  Review  of  Exhibits 

In  the  succeeding  paragraphs  advance  notes  are  given  of  the 
principal  exhibits  of  interest  to  the  trade,  in  accordance  with 
a  policy  adopted  in  recent  years,  whereby  intending  visitors, 
not  yet  provided  with  catalogues,  can  assess  the  interest  and 
importance  of  the  various  displays.

A.  673,  telephone  Fulham  9809)  at  which  trade  visitors  from 
the  British  Isles  or  overseas  will  be  cordially  welcome.  At

Recent  Research 


Optical  Materials 

W.  EwART  Williams  (King's  College,  London),  introduced  the 
subject  of  ' '  New  Optical  Materials  "  in  a  paper  recently  before 
the  London  Branch  of  the  Institute  of  Physics.  Optical  mate- 
rials were  divided  broadly  into  materials  required  for  a  special 
purpose  (such  as  transparency  in  the  ultra-violet  or  infra-red, 
for  the  construction  of  spectrographs  and  monochromatic 
illuminators)  and  materials  required  as  component  parts  of 
lens  systems  to  give  certain  desired  effects  in  aberration  cal- 
culation. The  most  valuable  of  the  first  class  was  fluoride,  but 
relatively  small  supplies  were  now  available.  Recently  lithium 
fluoride  crystals  hade  been  grown  artificially  and  had  proved 
satisfactory.  Aluminium  mirrors  were  another  recent  develop- 
ment. While  they  did  not  tarnish,  they  reflected  both  in  the 
visible  and  in  the  ultra-violet  region  (silver  losing  practically 
all  its  reflecting  power  below  4,oooA).  The  lens  designer  could 
now  avoid  double  images  in  his  optical  system.  The  difficulty 
with  transparent  plastic  materials  was  of  polishing  them  opti- 
cally flat.  The  process  of  moulding  to  get  optical  results  had 
necessarily  to  be  very  different  from  ordinary  moulding,  where 


an  accuracy  of  a  thousandth  of  an  inch  would  be  considered 
exceptionally  good. 

Toxicity  of  Derris  to  Mammals 

A.  M.  Ambrose  and  H.  B.  Haag  ("  Industrial  and  Engineering 
Chemistry,"  29,  4,  429)  report  upon  the  acute  oral  toxicity  of 
rotenone,  deguelin,  toxicarol,  dehydrorotenone  and  dihydro- 
rotenone  as  regards  various  species  of  animals  (rabbits,  white 
rats  and  guinea  p  gs).  The  symptoms  of  poisoning  were  those 
for  rotenone  and  derris,  i.e.,  inco-ordination,  tremors,  convul- 
sions, depression  and  death  by  respiratory  failure.  The  lethal 
dose  of  rotenone  for  rabbits  was  found  to  be  about  3  gm., 
with  0.6  gm.  lor  rats  and  0.06  gm.  for  guinea  pigs.  In  the  case 
of  dogs  the  effects  were  noted  with  doses  of  2  gm.  per  kilogram 
of  body  v\eight.  Uoses  of  the  other  compounds  as  high  as  1.5 
gm.  were  not  fatal  to  rabbits  and  rats.  There  seems  to  be 
little  danger  of  acute  poisoning  by  ingestion  of  derris  or  its 
constituents.  Colori metric  tests  indicate  that  rotenone  and  the 
other  compounds  are  excreted  in  the  faeces  unchanged,  but 
there  was  no  evidence  thereof  in  the  urine.  The  experiments 
suggest  that  rotenone  is  slowly  absorbed  from  the  intestine  or 
that  only  a  small  portion  rf  that  ingested  is  absorbed. 
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Trade  Report 

Where  possible  scales  of  prices  of  chemicals  are  given  for  bulk  down  to  small  quantities.    Prices  recorded  for  crude  drugs, 
essential  and  fixed  oils  and  coal  tar  products  are  for  fair  sized  wholesale  quantities.

Qviiii  CONDITION'S  continue  to  prevail  in  many  markets,  with  most 
of  the  business  passing  concerned  with  hniited  quantities  for  near 
requirements.

Strychnine  Salts  continue  at  the 
reduction  recorded  last  week.  It  is  evident  that  conditions  for  the 
purchase  o£  Ephedrine  Hydrochloride,  B.P.,  are  now  a  good  deal 
easier  than  they  were  at  the  turn  of  the  year. 

Crude  Drugs 

These  markets  are  doing  a  restricted  amount  of  business.  There 
are  Uvo  or  three  bright  features,  but,  generally,  conditions  are  rather 
disappointing.  This  is  not  due  to  any  delinite  and  marked  weakness, 
but  rather  to  the  unsettled  international  position.  Shipment  prices 
for  Agar  are  being  maintained.  Spot  values  for  any  Canada  Balsam 
available  on  spot  are  very  firm.  Slightly  easier  quotations  for  ship- 
ment of  new  crop  Buchu  are  coming  in.  Bergen  reports  stormy 
weather  has  interfered  with  Lofoten  fishing  ;  shipment  market  for 
CoD-LivER  Oil  remains  dull.  Sudan  Gum  Acacia  continues  dull  and 
at  low  values.  The  Honey  market  is  still  neglected.  Lobelia  Herb 
is  steadier.  Japanese  Menthol  has  had  a  quiet  week,  with  values 
steady.  With  very  few  shipment  offers  the  spot  values  for  I^hubarb 
are  keeping  steady.  Rubber  shows  a  recovery  on  the  week.  The 
hrm  tone  in  Senega  noted  last  week  continues,  and  a  further  advance 
in  spot  values  is  recorded.  Shellac  is  steadier.  Tragacanth  is 
quietly  steady.  Bees'  Wa.xes  have  met  with  a  quiet  business,  and 
most  descriptions  are  rather  unsteady  on  quotation. 

Essential  Oils 

The  general  tone  in  these  markets  is  quiet,  with  business  less  than 
normal.  Values  are  about  maintained,  but  there  is  a  tendency  in 
some  markets  towards  easier  conditions.  Spot  values  for  Anise 
(Star)  are  cheaper  on  a  slow  market.  Shipment  quotations  for  new 
crop  Bergamot  show  no  change.  With  a  poor  dema,nd  spot  values  for 
Cassia  are  slightly  easier.  Java  and  Ceylon  Citronella  have  been 
dull  and  are  nominally  unchanged.  Rather  more  interest  shown  in 
Clove,  and,  generally,  eugenol-containing  oils  appear  to  have  re- 
covered from  the  recent  unsettled  and  nervous  condition.  Australian 
Eucalyptus  continues  to  be  quoted  keenly  for  shipment,  but  bulk 
business  is  lacking.  Geranium  oils  show  no  sign  of  recovering  from 
recent  depressed  conditions.  Shipment  offers  of  Sicilian  hand-pressed 
Lemon  are  cheaper  this  week,  but  business  for  this  market  remains 
slow.  New  crop  French  Guinea  Orange  continues  very  firm;  there 
are  no  shipment  offers  from  the  source.  Japanese  Peppermint  has 
sold  quietly  on  spot,  with  shippers'  quotations  fully  maintained. 
Mysore  Sandalwood  is  quoted  dearer  this  week.

U.S.A.  CRUDE  IODINE  IMPORTS. — Imports  of  crude  iodine  from  all 
.ources  during  the  past  eight  years  were  as  follows :  — 


BuLG.iiRiAN  ROSE  OIL.' — The  1937  crop  of  flowers  was  11,284,000 
kilog.,  which  compared  with  8,166,000  in  1936.  Production  of  rose 
oil  in  1937  was  2,775  kilog.  (2,223  kilog.  in  1936).  During  1937  the 
Agricultural  and  Co-operative  Bank  accounted  for  66  per  cent,  of 
the  total  oil  produced  and  34  per  cent,  by  private  distillers,  under 
the  supervision  of  the  Bank.  In  1936  the  Bank  accounted  for  78  per 
zent.  of  the  total.  The  production  of  rose  concrete  in  1937  was 
2,042  kilog.,  equal  to  about  300  kilog.  of  rose  oil.  The  whole  output 
af  rose  concrete  for  1937  is  reported  to  have  been  sold.  Exports 
of  rose  oil  in  1937  are  estimated  at  2,200  kilog.  {1,864  kilog.  in  1936 
and  1,671  kilog.  in  1935).  Stocks  in  the  hands  of  the  Co-operative 
Bank  are  now  reported  to  be  down  to  3,000  kilog. 

Italmn  borax  exports. — Shipments  of  borax  from  Italy  during  the 
first  II  months  of  1937  totalled  1,839  metric  tons,  as  compared  with 
1,156  in  the  corresponding  period  of  1936.  Boric  acid  exports  also 
increased  to  952  metric  tons  (646  in  1936).  Exports  of  perborates 
show  an  increase  to  270  metric  tons  from  98  tons.  Production  of  boric

The  Late  Peter  Boa — An  Appreciation 

Sir, — I  originally  made  Peter  Boa's  acquaintance  vicariously 
tlirough  the  pages  of  the  pharmaceutical  Press,  in  which  his 
eminently  serviceable  contributions  to  official  practical  phar- 
macy appeared.  My  first  living  contact  with  him  was  as  his 
fellow-member  on  the  Executive  of  the  North  British  Branch  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  of  which  he  was  a  past-cliairman. 
A  man  of  solid  rather  than  of  showy  parts,  Peter  Boa  made 
his  notable  impression  on  pharmacy,  alike  as  a  proficient  and 
exemplary  practitioner  of  its  art  and  business  and  a  public- 
spirited  servant  of  its  professional  interests  and  objects.  It  had 
been  his  good  fortune  to  cultivate  his  native  talents  and  apti- 
tudes under  the  inspiration  and  guidance  of  an  apprentice- 
master  who  had  a  genius  for  bringing  out  all  that  was  best  in 
his  pupils,  a  training  which  was  developed  and  matured  by  a 
widely  varied  and  fruitful  experience  in  Glasgow,  London 
and  Belfast,  in  first-class  pharmacies,  the  garnered  sheaves  of 
which  were  turned  to  creditably  professional  and  practical 
account  in  his  own  career  as  a  master  pharmacist.  From  first 
to  last  Boa  was  the  pharmacist  pur  sang,  and  therefore  apt  to 
be  more  concerned  with  the  prestige  than  the  profits  of  busi- 
ness. He  had  his  reward  in  the  respect  and  confidence  of  his 
professional  confreres  and  the  public  which  he  so  capably  and 
conscientiously  served.  The  same  sound  qualities  were  carried 
into  and  applied  to  his  pharmaceutical  public  work  alike  as  an 
examiner  and  an  elected  representative  of  the  members  of 
the  Society  resident  in  Scotland.  The  record  of  his  services 
this  capacity  are  given  elsewhere  and  speak  for  themselves. 
Mr.  Boa's  robust  physique,  with  its  aura  of  the  open  air 
and  the  free  life,  which  he  loved  so  dearly,  were  reflected  in 
his  mind,  with  its  sanguine  and  yet  sane  outlook  on  the  world. 
For  him  the  practice  of  pharmacy  was  alike  a  pride  and  a 
pleasure,  which  not  impoverishes  but  enriches  the  joie  de  vivre. 
and  the  Comic  Muse  had  liberally  dowered  him  with  that 
keen  sense  of  pawky  humour,  which  is  perhaps  the  most 
precious  of  all  the  gifts  of  the  gods.  He  was,  indeed,  of  a 
type  and  a  pattern  the  like  of  which  we  shall  not  look  upon 
again.

Pharmaceutical  Machinery  for  the  Pharmacist 

Sir, — -Further  to  the  letter  in  the  C.  iSy  D.,  February  12, 
p.  199),  re  "  Pharmaceutical  Machinery  for  the  Pharmacist." 
It  does  seem  strange  that  no  firm  specialises  on  the  production 
of  machinery  suitable  to  the  requirements  of  the  average 
pharmacy.  I  have  been  looking  for  a  power-driven  ointment 
milling  machine,  capacity  about  7  to  14  lb.  base.  No  firm 
seems  to  have  ever  been  asked  for  such  a  machine  before,  and 
the  few  quotations  for  a  unit  to  be  made  are  at  prohibitive 
prices.  I  think  if  the  machinery  was  there  to  be  bought,  the 
pharmacist  would  go  all  out  to  be  well  equipped — ointment  mill 
and  mixer,  tube  filling  and  closing  apparatus,  etc.

Sir, — In  reply  to  the  query  of  Mr.  L.  Stocks,  whether  a  power 
unit  would  be  commercially  possible  in  the  pharmacy  (C.  (S-  D., 
February  12,  p.  199),  I  think  this  would  have  to  be  considered 
in  the  terms  of  quantities  made,  staff  and  time.  It  is  to  be 
regretted  that  the  making  of  galenical  preparations  has  passed 
from  the  pharmacy  to  the  manufacturing  house,  but  the  modern 
conditions  of  the  chemist's  trade  has  brought  about  the  neces- 
sity of  concentrating  one's  energies  on  dispensing  Insurance 
prescriptions  and  making  counter  sales,  so  that  it  is  rarely 
economical  to  make  preparations  on  the  small  scale  required 
in  the  pharmacy- — small  that  is  by  comparison  with  the  quan- 
tities which  can  be  manufactured  in  a  wholesale  house.  Prob- 
ably the  most  frequently  prescribed  ointment  is  ung.  methyl- 
sal.,  and  2  lb.  of  this  would  last  some  time,  but  if  a  chemist 
prefers  to  make  it  himself,  this  can  be  done  quite  readily  in  an 
ointment  pan.    Ung.  sedatlv.  is  in  favour  with  some  doctors, 


but  as  it  is  prescribed  usually  in  i  uz.  quantities,  a  pound  will 
go  a  long  way.  Zinc  and  boric  ointments  are  not  prescribed 
so  frequently  now,  and  the  small  tins  can  be  bought  at  such 
rates  that  it  does  not  pay  to  fill  them  by  hand,  so  there  is  no 
need  for  a  large  stock,  iimuls.  petrolei  c.  agar  is  the  emulsion 
mostly  ordered  on  panel  'scripts,  half  a  gallon  of  this  is  sufficient 
stock,  and  I  do  not  think  it  pays  to  start  making  a  preparation 
of  this  kind  except  in  large  batches,  without  counting  the 
cleaning  up  of  oily  utensils.  Emuls.  ol.  morrh.  seems  to  have 
gone  out  of  fashion.  So  that  I  think  there  would  be  little  use 
for  a  homogenisor  dealing  with  one  gallon  per  hour.  The  only 
mixed  powder  worth  considering  is  pulv.  bismuth  co.,  and 
4  lb.  or  so  of  this  can  be  made  in  a  mortar  and  kept  ready  for 
dispensing.  Speaking  generally,  a  plant  of  any  kind  requires 
to  be  worked  fairly  well  up  to  capacity  to  earn  its  keep,  and  I 
do  not  think  that  such  a  unit  as  the  one  described  would  pay 
for  the  cost  of  its  installation  and  upkeep  in  the  ordinary 
chemist's  shop,  because  the  quantities  of  the  preparations  re- 
quired would  only  be  sufficient  to  keep  it  working  for  an  hour 
or  two  occasionally  and  the  rest  of  the  time  it  would  be 
standing  idle. — Yours  iaithfully,

our  overseas  opportunities  for  business  development.  Are 
he  possibilities  of  the  Seychelles,  for  instance,  being  properly 
jxploited  for  cinnamon  bark  and  oil  and  for  ylang-ylang  oils? 
The  reports  from  Kenya  indicate  that  with  careful  cultivation 
md  a  little  Government  backing  something  useful  might  be 
lone  with  the  production  of  an  artemisia  which  might  make 
IS  less  dependent  on  foreign  sources  for  santonin.  In  view  of 
:he  trouble  in  Japan,  it  would  surely  be  wise  to  encourage  the 
planter  in  Tanganyika  who  is  growing  pyrethrum  flowers  to 
persist  in  his  efforts  and,  if  necessary,  to  subsidise  him  in 
)rder  to  ensure  the  future  supply  of  this  valuable  insecticide 
vithin  the  Empire.  These  are  only  a  few  typical  examples 
)f  the  commercial  good  that  could  be  attained  by  friendly 
pressure  on  the  part  of  one  or  other  of  our  official  bodies  on 
;he  appropriate  Government  department.  The  officials  in 
kVhitehall  do  not  realise  the  potentialities,  and  the  officials 
n  Bloomsbury  do  not  seem  to  feel  it  their  duty  to  inform  them, 
[s  it  not  possible  for  the  manufacturers  and  wholesalers  to 
io  something?  One  cannot  leave  this  world  review  without 
nention  of  the  beautifully  illustrated  display  of  typical  per- 
'umery  windows  in  the  United  States.

Control  of  Drug  Sales 

Sir, — The  resolution  of  a  committee  of  the  Glasgow  Corpora- 
don  regarding  the  sale  of  drugs  by  unqualified  traders  has 
low  been  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  Council  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  (C.  &■  D.,  Febniary  5,  p.  161),  but  we  are  not 
told  what  their  views  were  on  the  matter,  or  whether  they  con- 
sidered it  necessary  to  take  any  action  about  it.  If  all  drugs 
which  are  purely  medicinal  in  character,  and  were  not  also 
used  commonly  for  domestic  purposes,  were  sold  only  by 
registered  pharmacists,  there  would  be  no  need  for  further 
powers,  as  they  would  be  fully  controlled  by  the  existing  laws 
and  by  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  through  their  inspectors. 
And  one  might  ask,  if  a  local  authority  could  obtain  such 
powers,  how  far  would  they  overrule  or  interfere  with  the 
statutory  functions  of  the  Society. — Yours  faithfully.

Pharmaceutical  Society's  Examinations 

Sir, — I  thoroughly  endorse  the  opinions  of  "  Retailer- 
Parent  "  in  your  issue  of  January  22  (p.  107).  There  is  some- 
thing wrong  with  the  standards  set  up  by  the  examiners  for  the 
Preliminary  Scientific  examination  especially  in  the  new 
subject  of  biology.  The  case  for  the  inclusion  of  this  subject 
was  a  very  weak  one,  but  having  added  it  to  the  syllabus  is 
there  any  need  to  make  the  standard  so  unreasonably  high 
that  few  candidates,  after  twelve  months'  serious  study  at 
approved  schools,  can  satisfy  the  examiners?  Many  pharma- 
cists would  like  to  know  why  there  is  such  a  discrepancy 
between  London  and  Edinburgh  in  the  percentage  of  passes  for 
this  examination.  The  figures  for  the  past  year  are  certainly 
surprising.  The  educational  standard  of  Scottish  candidates 
cannot  differ  so  greatly  from  that  of  English  candidates. 
Zoology  and  botany  are  subjects  of  little  or  no  importance  in 
present-day  business,  and  the  standards  set  up  for  these  sub- 
jects for  a  preliminary  examination  should  not  be  so  high. 
Is  the  Society  determined  to  drive  students  away  from  or  out 
of  our  business?  If  so,  why?  I  know  of  a  number  of  cases 
of  real  hardship  caused  by  the  unreasonable  severity  of  the 
tests  in  some  of  the  subjects  in  this  "  preliminary'  "  to  our 
business. — I  am,  sir,

Juveniles  and  the  Drug  Fund 

Sir, — I  see  it  was  stated  at  the  Conference  of  Representatives 
of  Pharmaceutical  Committees  (C.  <!>'  D.,  February  5,  p.  154) 
that  with  the  inclusion  of  juveniles  in  the  N.H.I.  scheme  it 
was  estimated  that  extra  demands  on  the  drug  fund  would 
total  no  more  than  half  the  revenue  thus  provided.  But  in 
the  report  from  Blackburn  (p.  146)  it  is  stated  that  the  town 
had  the  highest  number  of  prescriptions  and  the  liighest  total 
cost  per  insured  person,  also  the  highest  cost  per  prescription 
in  that  area,  one  reason  supposed  being  the  high  proportion 
of  female  labour.  Now  out  of  the  juveniles  insured  there  must 
be  a  number  of  girls,  probably  the  greater  number,  and  these 
at  the  most  critical  age  ;  if  the  result  of  their  insurance  follows 
on  the  lines  of  the  experience  at  Blackburn,  then  the  optimistic 
expectations  may  not  be  realised. — Yours  faithfully,

Training  of  Apprentices 

Sir, — The  problem  of  apprenticeship,  as  "  Xrayser  "  points 
out  (p.  178)  IS  not,  by  any  means  a  simple  one,  and  I  think 
that  a  great  difficulty  of  the  next  few  years  will  be  to  find 
pharmac.es  wherein  the  apprentice  can  obtain  the  necessary 
training  "  under  conditions  that  shall  have  been  approved  by 
the  Council  for  the  purpose."  The  fact  of  the  matter  is,  and 
chemists  should  face  up  to  it,  that  there  are  few  pharmacies 
to-day  where  "  conditions  "  can  be  regarded  as  suitable.  In 
many  cases  where  they  are,  pharmacists  will  not  be  bothered  by 
training  pupils  ;  there  still  remain  here  and  there  born  teachers, 
who,  in  addition,  are  willing  to  give  the  time  and  take  the 
necessary  trouble  to  do  this  work.  It  is  not  generally  realised 
that  the  average  young  person  who  gets  through  the  Qualifying 
examination,  has,  very  often,  little  dispensing  experience.  If 
he  had,  wholesale  houses  would  not  be  called  up  to  decipher  and 
compound  difficult  scripts  as  is  now  so  often  the  case.  It  may 
be,  of  course,  that  the  pharmacist  who  sends  them  up  may  have 
no  time  for  the  work  ;  it  is  far  more  likely,  I  think,  that  he 
does  not  do  it  because  he  cannot.  It  sounds  almost  incredible, 
but  wholesale  houses  are  asked  to  make  up  such  simple  solutions 
as  I  in  20  phenol,  and  then  the  customer  may  grumble  if  a 
small  charge  is  made  for  "  overheads,"  arguing  that  i  oz. 
phenol  and  a  pint  of  distilled  water  cost  very  little  and  it  takes 
only  a  few  minutes  to  do  the  work.  Books  of  reference  are  not 
always  available  ;  the  other  day  the  writer  was  rung  up  by  a 
master  pharmacist  with  the  request  that  he  should  give  him 
some  information  from  the  current  B.P.C.  as  he  did  not  possess 
a  copy.  I  contend  that  such  examples  point  to  poor  training  in 
the  apprentice  days,  and  as  suitable  training  places  become 
fewer,  presumably,  the  wholesaler  will  get  more  and  more  of 
the  work  to  do.  So  long  as  he  is  paid  adequately  for  doing  it 
he  will  not  complain,  but  it  is  a  poor  look-out  for  the  future 
of  the  craft. — Yours  faithfully,

Profit  on  Insurance  Dispensing 

Discussing  the  Pharmaceutical  Committees'  Conference,  you 
remark  in  your  article  headed  "  Chemists  to  Wait  and  See  " 
(C.  (sf  D.,  February  5,  p.  159)  that  much  is  made  in  certain 
directions  of  the  fact  that  some  chemists  find  panel  dispensing 
acceptable  from  the  financial  point  of  view.  Those  who  con- 
sider panel  dispensing  a  profitable  transaction  do  not  know 
exactly  how  they  stand  financially  with  regard  to  it,  and  what 
is  worse  they  will  not  trouble  to  find  out.  If  they  would  try 
to  dissect  the  Insurance  figures  from  the  other  returns  of  the 
business,  and  calculate  the  percentage  of  net  profit,  they  would 
not  be  so  complacent  about  it. — H.  S.  Lavery  (6/2). 

Solus  or  General  Display 

The  two  things  which  strike  one  in  the  illustrations  of 
windows  from  "  American  Perfumery  Displays  "  (C.  (Sy  D.. 
February  12,  p.  193)  are  the  elaborate  use  of  flowers  for  decora- 
tion and  the  relatively  few  bottles  of  the  perfumes  used  in  the 
displays.  The  use  of  a  complete  window  for  a  solus  display 
of  one  line,  such  as  a  special  perfume,  may  succeed  in  drawing 
the  attention  of  passers-by  to  the  show,  but  I  doubt  whether  a 
chemist  would  turn  over  sufficient  stock  of  one  speciality  to 
recompense  him  for  the  sales  he  might  have  made  from  a  good 
general  display.

— We  do  not 
undertake  to  give  alleged  formulas  for  proprietary  prepara- 
tions, but  if  you  will  give  us  some  indication  of  the  compiaint 
you  wish  to  treat,  we  may  be  able  to  assist  you  by  suggesting 
a  suitable  remedy. 

P.  J.  P.  (7/2). — Skin  eruptions  on  dog. — The  lotion  has  an 
oily  base  in  which  is  suspended  a  fine  powder,  probably  sul- 
phur.   We  suggest  the  following  as  a  suitable  formula :  — 

Precipitated  sulphur  gr.  i8o 

Olive  oil   oz.  I 

Liq.  picis.  carb.   m  30 

Rosemary  oil  "12 

Sieve  the  sulphur  finely,  triturate  with  the  liq.  picis  carb.  and 
rosemary  oil,  and  then  add  the  olive  oil  with  constant  stirring. 

C.  Z,.— (24/1). — SOLVELL^  BORACIS  ET  BENZAMINE  CO. — These 

uaso-pharyngeal  tablets  are  exempt  from 
poisons  law  because  benzamine  is  not  in- 
cluded in  the  Poisons  List  (and  hence  is 
marked  Not  Listed  in  the  C.  6-  D. 
H^Cfs     ^CHp  Poisons  Guide  (p.  3)  ).    We  are  aware 

that  this  substance  has  been  regarded  as 
an  amino-alcohol  anaesthetic  and  hence 
(0^3)2  C  2  e  CH  CHj  as  a  First  Schedule  poison,  but  there 
can  be  no  justification  for  such  view,  as 
benzamine  is  prepared  by  benzoylating 
the  sodium  derivative  of  vinyl-diaceton- 
alkamine,  which  latter  is  not  an  amino- 
2:2:6  alcohol  or  a  derivative  therefrom.  Chemi- 
tnmethyl  piperidine  caUy  benzamine  is  a  piperidine  deriva- 
tive, as  shown  herewith 

M.  J.  B.  (16/ 1). — Worms  in  dogs. — The  formula  you  men- 
tion was  published  in  the  C.  &■  D.,  1935,  I.  442,  and  is  for 
adult  dogs,  the  dose  being  from  ^-dr.  to  2  drachms  in  an  equal 
amount  of  castor  oil.  Santonin  is  not  usually  given  to  puppies 
under  eight  weeks  old,  but  is  given  either  once  or,  in  smaller 
doses,  every  morning  for  three  or  four  mornings,  followed 
finally  by  some  aperient  like  castor  oil.  For  puppies  under 
eight  weeks  chenopodium  oil  is  given,  and  is  said  to  be  safer. 
The  oil  is  mixed  with  ol.  olivae  and  ol.  ricini  in  the  proportion 
of  twenty  minims  to  one  ounce  of  the  mixed  olive  and  castor 
oils,  giving  to  full-sized  puppy  of  six  weeks  half  a  drachm, 
seven  weeks  old  one  drachm,  and  eight  weeks  old  one  drachm, 
repeated  in  one  hour  if  necessary.  See  also  C.  6-  D.,  1937, 
I.  238. 

B.  D.  C.  and  M.  J.  (14/2). — Sunday  trading. — As  your 
premises  are  neither  registered  under  the  Pharmacy  and  Poisons 
Act,  1933,  nor  ^re  you  under  contract  with  an  insurance  com- 
mittee, you  are  not  entitled  to  open  your  shop  for  the  serving 
of  customers  on  Sunday.  Neither  the  indentured  apprentice- 
ship nor  being  on  the  list  of  the  local  authority  foi;  the  sale  of 
certain  poisons  has  any  bearing  on  the  matter. 

G.  M.  R.  (5/2). — Cream  of  tartar. — ^Though  we  endeavour 
to  help  our  subscribers  in  every  way  possible  connected  with 
their  business,  we  do  not  undertake  commercial  analyses.

— The  following 
is  taken  from  '*  Veterinary  Counter  Practice  "  (C.  &'  D.  Office, 
price  I  OS.).  In  slight  cases  of  cracked  heels  inild  remedies 
are  best,  such  as  either  of  the  following :  —

If  the  heel  has  already  become  encrusted  with  dry  matter, 
the  liniment  softents  it,  and  enables  the  animal  to  work  with 
less  likelihood  of  aggravating  the  affection  ;  but  the  glycerin 
preparation  will  allay  inflammation  better,  even  if  the  heel  be 
very  red  and  tender  and  not  actually  discharging  matter.  In 
very  bad  cases,  rest,  poultices  and  fever  medicines  become 
necessary.  The  poultices  (equal  parts  of  sem.  lini.  cont.  and 
bran  are  to  be  preferred)  should  contain  a  little  liquor  picis. 
carb.  or  carbolic  acid  i  to  glycerin  20  parts. 


D.  M.  (15/  2). — Emphysema. — This  is  a  term  used  to  describe 
the  condition  of  abnormal  dilation  of  the  air  spaces  of  the  lungs, 
resulting  in  loss  of  elasticity  of  lung  tissue,  and  a  gradual 
destruction  of  the  blood  vessels  in  the  walls  of  the  air  spaces. 
Several  varieties  of  emphysema  are  met  with,  and  in  most  cases 
the  condition  is  associated  with  bronchitis.  Chronic  alcoholism, 
muscular  exertion  and  chest  wounds  are  also  causes.  The  chief 
symptoms  are  shortness  of  breath  and  a  bluish  tint  of  the  skin. 
Emphysema  tends  to  be  progressive ;  chronic  bronchitis, 
asthma,  pulmonary  tuberculosis  and  other  conditions  are  likely 
to  occur  as  complicating  factors. 

H.  B.  (31 /i). — ^Label  for  proprietary. — As  the  label  is 
solely  for  a  veterinary  preparation,  it  would  not  render  the 
preparation  liable  to  medicine-stamp  duty.  Consequently, 
there  would  be  no  point  in  declaring  the  formula  or  stating  that 
no  proprietary  rights  are  claimed  in  its  manufacture.  There  is 
no  objection  to  the  use  of  the  word  "  brand." 

/.  B.  T.  (15/2). — Liquor  Magnesii  Citratis. — The  following 
is  the  formula  for  liq.  mag.  cit.  U.S.P.  XI:  — 


Ma,gnesium  carbonate 
Citric  acid 

Syrup  

Purified  talc  . .       . . 
Oil  of  lemon  . . 
Potassium  bicarbonate 
Distilled  water  to  . . 


15  gm. 
33  gm. 
60  cc. 
5  gm. 
0.1  cc. 
2.5  gm. 
350  cc. 

Dissolve  the  citric  acid  in  150  cc.  of  hot  distilled  water  in  a 
suitable  dish,  and,  having  added  the  magnesium  carbonate, 
previously  mixed  with  100  cc.  of  distilled  water,  stir  until  it  is 
dissolved.  Then  add  the  syrup,  heat  the  mixed  liquids  to  the 
boiling  pomt,  immediately  add  the  oil  of  lemon,  previously 
triturated  with  the  purified  talc,  and  filter  the  mixture,  while 
hot,  into  a  strong  bottle  (previously  rinsed  with  boiling  distilled 
water)  of  suitable  capacity.  Add  enough  boiled  distilled  water 
to  make  the  product  measure  350  cc.  Stopper  the  bottle  with 
purified  cotton,  allow  to  cool,  drop  in  the  potassium  bicarbonate 
and  immediately  stopper  the  bottle  securely.  Lastly,  shake  the 
solution  occasionally  until  the  potassium  bicarbonate  is  dis- 
solved. Keep  the  bottle  on  its  side  in  a  cool  place,  preferably 
in  a  refrigerator. 

Stability  is  improved  by  adjusting  the  quantity  of  magnesium 
carbonate  for  each  350  cc.  of  solution  so  that  it  corresponds  to 
6.0  gm.  of  MgO  and  by  sterilising  the  solution  after  it  has  been 
bottled.

The  Pharmacy  Bills  of  1888 

The  Earl  of  Milltown  and  his  pair  of  Pharmacy  Act  Amend- 
ment Bills  do  not  form  a  group  calculated  to  thrill  the  critic 
with  respect  for  the  methods  of  procedure  adopted  by  the 
British  legislature.  .  .  .  The  English  Bill,  which,  as  we  have 
frequently  shown,  is  the  outcome  of  a  vast  mass  of  pharma- 
ceutical discussion,  harangues,  pamphlets,  and  committees, 
excites  a  curiously  small  amount  of  interest  among  chemists 
and  druggists  tliemselves.  There  are  probably  less  than  one 
per  cent,  of  British  pharmacists  who  would  contribute  six- 
pence towards  passing  it  or  rejecting  it.  The  almost  unani- 
mous feeling  in  regard  to  it  is  one  of  astonishment  that  the 
Pharmaceutical  Council,  which  claims  to  represent  the  trade, 
should  be  so  eager  in  respect  of  a  subject  which  is  regarded 
with  such  general  indifference,  and  so  apathetic  on  other 
subjects  which  their  constituents  generally  consider  of  vital 
interest.  .  .  .  Lord  Milltown's  Irish  charge  is  a  horse  of  another 
colour  altogether.  We  have  published  so  much  correspondence 
and  discussion  concerning  this  Bill  that  we  need  not  detail  its 
principal  objects  here  .  .  .  This  Bill  is  sure  of  a  powerful 
opposition  from  the  druggists,  and  from  a  majority  of  the 
pharmaceutical  chemists  also  when  it  gets  beyond  the  protec- 
tion of  its  noble  sponsor.

The  polarimeter  is  also  provided  with  an  electrically 
driven  turbine  water  circulating  equipment  in  order 
to  control  accurately  the  temperature  of  the  alka- 
loidal  solutions  while  readings  are  being  taken.  The 
line  drawing  shows  the  principal  features  of  the 
sodium  discharge  lamp  employed  as  a  source  of  mono- 
chromatic illumination.  When  the  filaments  have 
been  heated  by  current  from  the  mains,  a  steady  arc 
through  sodium  vapour  is  produced  by  breaking  the 
series  wired  circuit. 
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
